B EFORE THE I960 session of the Maryland 
General Assembly closed, one of its last 
official acts was to appoint a Legislative Council 
committee to study horseracing in the state. 
The committee on racing, headed by George B. 
Rasin, Jr. (D., Kent) launched its investigation 
by hiring as a consultant Dr. Robert J. Clark, 
a New York economist, at a fee of $2,000 per 
month for a period of probably five months. 

After charting figures on the effects of 
population growth, personal income, inflation, 
etc., Clark set forth an 18-point program for 
study. 

Points for study include: Closed races for 
Maryland-breds, the possibility of running the 
Preakness before the Kentucky Derby, explora¬ 
tion of the Pick-Six type wagering pools, a 
lower pari-mutuel bite, improved physical con¬ 
ditions at the tracks and 40-day single meetings 
as opposed to split terms. 

The New York doctor (philosophy) is hit¬ 
ting close to home when he lends his weight 
to the many advocates of 40-day single meet¬ 
ings as opposed to split terms. He also 
stands on firm ground when he calls out for 
improved facilities, particularly along the back- 
stretch. 

When Maryland racing, once second to none, 
lost the initiative to giants rising in New 
Jersey, an all-out program to avoid competition 
was instituted. This course led to February and 
December racing, putting horse and horseman 
into around-the-calendar operation. 

As a result, the general character of Maryland 
racing has deteriorated, despite notable im¬ 
provements undertaken by the managements of 
all three major ovals in the last eight or nine 
years. 

With the specter of Thoroughbred racing in 
Pennsylvania growing more real each year, it is 
evident that hit-and-run tactics are no longer 
(if indeed they ever were) practical in this 
application. 

The solution then is to make racing more 
attractive to the individual. 

Maryland racings most critical need today 
is devoted, knowledgeable Turfmen, with 
vision, who do not stand in fear or apathy be¬ 
fore a stern challenge. 
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SALES TALK: Two Maryland breeders. 
Rigan McKinney, Blarney, Woodbine, and Mh\ 
and Mrs. Harry A. Love, The Addition, Cockeys- 
ville, placed among the leading consignors to the 
Saratoga Yearling Sales. Among those consignors 
selling three or more yearlings, McKinney was 
third, his three head totalling $50,500, for an 
average of $19,833. Top price in the Blarney 
consignment was the $30,000 Tommy Heard, as 
agent, paid for the brown son of Roman—Say 
Blue, by Blue Larkspur, which was champion at 
the Pimlico Yearling Show. 

The Loves sold three head for a total of 
$33,200, averaging $11,067. Their top offering 
was a bay daughter of Swaps—Orvieto, by 
# Challenger II, purchased by Mrs. James P. Mills 
for $24,000. 

Among the sires, Native Dancer s three get 
averaged $24,500, placing the Polynesian— 
Geisha gray third to Nashua and *Turn-to. And 
in passing it might be noted that a *Princequillo 
colt out of the good Maryland-bred Discovery 
mare, Sometime Thing (she was a lovely race- 
mare), fetched $45,000 from the same Mrs. 
Mills. The filly was consigned by the Morven 
Stud of Whitney Stone, who purchased Some¬ 
time Thing for $100,000 from Alfred G. Van¬ 
derbilt at the conclusion of her racing career. 

Among the buyers, Dr. Robert A. Leonard 
and Colonel H. B. Marcus, principals in Glade 
Valley Farm, Inc., were quite active. A detailed 
account of the Maryland consignors and buyers 
appears elsewhere in this issue. 

Mrs. Bruce S. Campbell, wife of the board 
chairman of Harry T. Campbell Sons, and presi¬ 
dent of the Ocala Stud syndicate, was active at 
the horses-in-training sale which followed the 
yearling vendue at Saratoga. As Tally-Ho Stable, 
Mrs. Campbell purchased the eight-year-old 
Princequillo mare, Happy Princess, for $50,000. 
A winner of over $200,000, Happy Princess will 
be campaigned this fall in Mrs. Campbells col¬ 
ors, then be retired to Ocala Stud, where she 
has a 1961 engagement with Rough’n Tumble. 

Mrs. Campbell also purchased a Count Fleet 
yearling, while her husband bought two horses- 
in-training.

by a number of breeders who regarded him as a 
true bread-and-butter sire. For the most part his 
mares were rather ordinary and almost invar¬ 
iably the Sagamore mares he got met with some 
kind of misfortune. 

The son of Discovery—Outdone, by Pompey, 
sustained a fracture of his left hind leg in kick¬ 
ing the fence in his paddock on the morning of 
August 18, necessitating his humane destruc¬ 
tion. 

His death came just ten days shy of two years 
from the date of his famed sire’s demise, also 
at Sagamore. 

The son of Outdone, whose daughter Miss 
Disco produced the mighty Bold Ruler, was 15 
years old. During his four-year racing career, 
Loser Weeper won 16 races and $232,920, in¬ 
cluding the Metropolitan, Suburban, Butler and 
Dixie Handicaps. 

Entering stud in 1952, he sired 119 winners 
of 290 races and $774,620 to the end of 1959.

Loser Weeper sired the stakes winners Adapt 
and Weeper’s Boy, and at last count had out 
seven two-year-old winners this season. In 1 757 
he was third on the list of Maryland s leading 


sires. 

Only 33 of the 2,548 sires represented by a 
winner last year begot the winners of as many 
as 100 races. Of these 33 stallions, only six had 
as few or fewer crops at the races as Loser 
Weeper and none made the 100 wins club 
with as few foals. 


The Loser Weepers hit hard and won often. 
Among his multiple winners last year were Sob 
Singer (8 races), Sky Master (7), Lost Chord, 
Lost Gloves and Settum Up Joe (6), Our Presi¬ 
dent (5), and Augment and Up in Smoke (4). 
His record this year appears to be at least as 
promising. 

Loser Weeper was buried alongside his sire 
in the Sagamore cemetery. 

PARAGRAPHICS: Malhoa, top horse in 
training in Italy, has joined America’s Bally 
Ache and Ireland’s Chamour as an invitee to the 
ninth running of the $100,000 Washington, 
D. C. International, at Laurel, November 11. 
If the five-year-old owned by Razza Dormello- 
Olgiata keeps his engagement, he will become 
Italy’s first color-bearer in the invitational classic. 

Pimlico will feature distance racing at its 
fall meeting. The purse for the Pimlico Cup, 
restored to its original 2 1/16-mile distance this 
year, has been doubled to $20,000. The $25,000 
Dixie Handicap, the Thanksgiving day feature, 
has been increased to a mile and a half. The 
Pimlico Distance Series (for starters in claiming 
races of $5,000 or less) and the Hilltop Dis¬ 
tance Series (starters for $3,000 or less) will 
be renewed. Approximately one-fourth of all 
races run at Pimlico this fall will be at distances 
of one mile or more. 

As of July 31, Maryland trainer Bernard B. 
Bond stood fourth in the national standings with 
60 winners, only two shy of the total saddled by 
second-place Hirsch Jacobs. 

Dr. Herb, good Maryland-bred stakes winner 
owned and trained by Joe Serio, died at the 
University of Pennsylvania Veterinary Hospital, 
Sunday, August 7. The four-year-old winner of 
the Marlboro Nursery, Prince Georges and Mary¬ 
land Derby Stakes was afflicted with a large 
tumor. 

Sagner and Chase Stable, in part Maryland- 
owned, is in second place among the owners 
racing at El Comandante, Puerto Rico. During 
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the first seven months of the year, the Sagner 
and Chase Stable won 33 races. Oliver Cutshaw, 
formerly of Laurel, who went to Puerto Rico to 
ride the Sagner-Chase horses, is now condition¬ 
ing the string and ranks third among the islands 
trainers, with 31 winners. Two of his wins (he 
has only been training a matter of months) were 
posted in the islands Triple Crown races—with 
Maryland-bred Stanarn. 

Maryland racing and breeding suffered a seri¬ 
ous loss with the death of Mrs. Walter A. Edgar 
on July 27 following a months illness. Mrs. 
Edgar, widow of a former president of the 
MHBA, maintained Woodlawn Farm, Ellicott 
City, where she concentrated her efforts on mak¬ 
ing Prince Dare a stallion of high promise. Her 
racing stable was headed by the stakes-winning 
fillies Milady Dares and Nora Dares. 

Frank H. Durkee, Jr., Baltimore chain theater 
owner and a keen show ring enthusiast, has pur¬ 
chased the W. E. Harr vanning company from 
Mrs. Lottie Harr. 

Alerted, the Iron Horse, standing at Glade 
Valley, Walkersville, gained his first stakes win¬ 
ner when his daughter Alerted Girl won the 
$15,000 New Jersey Futurity late in July. 

POTPOURRI: Alfred G. Vanderbilts prom¬ 
ising Weekend Pass, a son of freshman sire 
Sailor, popped a knee at Del Mar. He had 
worked six furlongs in 1:09 3/5 at the surfside 
track, which may be a record drill for a two- 
year-old. Not even Native Dancer showed 
Trainer Bill Winfrey that kind of a.m. speed.. .. 
Columnist Charles Hatton, of the Morning Tele-

Lester Murray, long-time employee 
in the Vanderbilt racing stable and Native Danc¬ 
er’s groom, died at age 70 on July 29. Retired 
in April of last year, Murray died of a heart 
attack. . . . Mrs. Bruce S. Campbell’s My Old 
Flame, cut down in her last race, has been retired 
for the season. While sidelined, the Count Flame 
—litis filly will be operated on to relieve a 
throat condition which has affected her wind. 

. . . Golden Triangle Stable’s stakes-winning 
Maryland-bred juvenile filly, Glad, has been 
thrown out of training by a splint. 

Malhoa in International 

Malhoa, leading Thoroughbred in Italy, has 
become entry No. 3 for the ninth running of the 
$100,000 invitational Washington, D. C. Inter¬ 
national turf race at Laurel Race Course on 
November 11. 

The other two official entrants are Bally Ache 
September, I960 


of the United States and Chamour of Ireland. 

The five-year-old Malhoa, owned by the fabu¬ 
lous Razza Dormello-Olgiata of Novara, near 
Milan, will be the first Italian horse to compete 
in the classic mile-and-a-half event, inaugurated 
in 1952. 

The Dormello-Olgiata is owned jointly by 
Madame Donna Lydia Tesio and the Marchese 
Incisa della Rochetta. MadameTesio is the widow 
of the late Federico Tesio, known throughout 
the sporting world as one of its leading breeders 
and owners of outstanding horses. 

The acceptance on behalf of Malhoa was made 
by the Marchese della Rochetta who said he is 
pleased and greatly honored to receive an invita¬ 
tion for the horse. 

The late Federico Tesio was known primarily 
for breeding and racing Nearco and *Ribot. 
Both were undefeated during their racing ca¬ 
reers. *Ribot is now in stud in this country. 

Many other horses gained fame carrying the 
white, red cross sashes of Dormello-Olgiata. 
Among these have been Botticalli, Tissot, Nic- 
colo Dell’Arca, Braque, Tenerani and many, 
many others. Like *Ribot, Malhoa is a son of 
Tenerani. His dam is Macchietta, a daughter of 
Niccolo Dell’Arca. 

In his last start on June 19 at Milan, Malhoa 
won the Gran Primio di Milano, the most cov¬ 
eted race in Italy, to keep going a family tradi¬ 
tion. His sire, Tenerani had won it in 1947 and 
his grandsire on his dam’s side, Niccolo Dell’- 
Arca, was the hero of the 1941 edition. 

Malhoa’s I960 record stands at four victories 
and one fifth in five starts. He won his last four 
in a row.

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Survey of Maryland-Breds 

SNOWDEN CARTER 


It has long been my opinion that those of 
us interested in breeding Thoroughbreds in 
Maryland fail to publicize our accomplishments. 
I had a sneaking suspicion that Maryland-breds 
hold their own in any company, and I hope that 
the charts on the following pages substantiate 
that opinion. 

Worth noting, I think, is the fact that 22 
per cent of the races run at Delaware Park this 
year were won by Maryland-breds. And this 
was accomplished without Yes You Will, the 
current kingpin of the Maryland-breds. He was 
sidelined with an infection during the entire 
5 5-day meeting. 

In addition to Mrs. Edith L. Price’s three-time 
Bowie stakes winner Yes You Will, Maryland 
was represented in the stakes winning depart¬ 
ment by Noops, Idolater, Lady’s Maid and Glad. 

Their stakes successes were all achieved on 
the I960 Maryland-Delaware circuit, no other 
tracks being considered in this survey. 

Admittedly, a complete picture of the suc¬ 
cess attained by Maryland-breds would require 
that tracks throughout the entire country be in¬ 
cluded. But such an undertaking would require 
many, many hours of labor. 

It is hoped that the accompanying charts can 
become a permanent feature of The Mary¬ 
land Horse. Summaries of each Maryland 
track will be compiled upon the completion of 
each meeting, and the standings of the 20 lead¬ 
ing Maryland-bred breeders will be altered ac¬ 
cordingly. Next month, for example, The 
Maryland Horse will carry a Timonium re¬ 
port. The summaries from Bowie, Laurel, Pim¬ 
lico and Delaware will, of course, be dropped. 

An item not found in the charts is a report 
on the percentage of races at a particular meet¬ 
ing won by Maryland-breds. Those figures are 
as follows: 

Pimlico—108 races run, 27 Maryland-bred 
winners—per cent: 25. 

Delaware—440 races run, 90 l /i Maryland- 
bred winners—per cent: 22. 

Laurel—261 races run, 49 Vi Maryland-bred 
winners—per cent: 19. 

Bowie—288 races run, 52 Vi Maryland-bred 
winners—per cent: 18. In all instances Vi a 
win indicates a dead-heat.

Sporting Tour in Ireland 

by Emily H. Franklin 

The morning of July 27 dawned with a 
threatening sky, but the sheer beauty of the 
Tipperary countryside fortified us for the long 
drive ahead. 

This was the day of the Fermoy Fair which 
features a horse show and the judging of cattle, 
sheep and dogs, not unlike our Maryland Coun¬ 
ty fairs. Displays of farm machinery, the arts 
and crafts, along with the culinary delights of 
the local gentry were spread over a wide area 
surrounding an old ruined distillery opened to 
the skies. 

Horse boxes and trailers unloaded in a sea 
of mud. 

The children aboard their stout little ponies 
took over the main ring after the judging of 
the broodmares and young stock. The heavens 
opened, but the spunky young contestants car¬ 
ried on. 

The first class was for pony hacks 14:2 and 
under, to be ridden by children under 16. 
Judging from their size, I doubt if any had 
passed the age of 12. The winner, Moby Dick, 
was a bay gelding with excellent action and 
conformation, ridden by ten-year-old Edward 
O’Grady. Edward is worth remembering, as he 
is a consistent winner in the local shows. He

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won the next class, which called for ponies 13 
hands and under, on an exquisite little gray 
named Darby O’Gill. This pony is by an 
Arabian out of a small mare of unknown 
pedigree. 

There were no registered stock among either 
horses or ponies in this show. Their outstanding 
ability in the jumping classes which followed, 
merely proves that the Irish put their faith in 
performances rather than pedigree. When I 
looked at the height of the obstacles, resembling 
those in the great Dublin show, I marveled at 
the ease with which these well-schooled mounts 
negotiated four-foot wells, double oxers, triple 
bars and mean-looking in-and-out all without 
benefit of wings. Scarcely a refusal or knock¬ 
down despite the treacherous going. No doubt, 
the intrepid Irish are accustomed to the in¬ 
clement weather, as no one was heard to com¬ 
plain and the rails were packed with en¬ 
thusiastic spectators. 

The following day we spent in Galway, the 
country of stone walls dear to the heart of an 
Irish hunting man. The third and last day of 
the Galway race meet was coming up. For 
once, the sun broke out for a three-hour period. 
A half-mile walk along a muddy trail led to the 
grandstand. Musicians, gypsy fortune tellers and 
racing touts somewhat impeded pedestrian 
traffic, but supplied a certain amount of local 
color so lacking in other countries. The crowds 
were appalling—some 40,000 enthusiasts, out 
to spend their last shillings. 

The first race was a two-mile, 99-yard hurdle 
affair with but three starters; the winner, 
named Hazardless, befitting the occasion. 

The second was a 2 14 -mile steeplechase with 
again, only three starters and worth approxi¬ 
mately $600. The totes and bookies did a lively 
business as did the bars and tearooms. 

The third race came up with seven starters. 
It was a two-mile, 99-yard hurdle handicap and 
was a thriller to watch. All seven entries stayed 
closely bunched on the curving, undulating 
course until the final furlong. Then, our choice, 
Commutering squeezed through and won by 
half a length. His trainer is the well-known and 
highly-regarded Dan Moore, first cousin of the 
Smithwick brothers of Maryland fame. The 
crowds really let loose at the finish of this race 
—so did the elements. We quickly cashed our 
tickets, donned the trusty mackintoshes and 
sped for the highway where an alert taxi driver 
spotted us and drove us back, drenched but 
elated, to our hotel in Galway.
